Board are pleased lo nolo that the gov- 
ernment have appointed Mr. Wilson inspector 
ot schools, a gentleman in every way well 
qualitlcd for the position, but il is a matter of 
regret Hint his other duties prevent him from 
devoting tho time neecsHur) for a thorough in- 
spection, lie is in fuel littio more than inspec- 
tor by nuiue. 

One of lhe rules provides "Unit no person 
■ lial I he admitted or continue in school, it' they 
liave been exposed to any contagious disease, 
until all danger of contagion has passed away, 
and your trustees have inst fueled t.lu. teachers 
10 vigorously enforce it . The Hoard, however, 
expect that parents and pupils will furnish In- 
formal ion in such eases, to enable them to 
satisfactorily curry out this precautionary mea- 
sure. 

The amendment to the school act whicli 
t brows part of Ibu increasing expenses of llie 
public schools directly upon muiiieipalit ies, also 
make the mayor in return therefor chairman of 
tho School Board. 

This increases the number of the new board 
to seven, a step certainly in the right direction, 
but hardly worth tho money. 

The retiring trustees are: H. V, Heisterman 
Johnson Street Ward; VV. Walker, Vales Street 
Ward; Dr. G. L. Milne, .lames Bay Ward; whose 
successors are to be elected by yon on .Monday 
next, the 18th instant. 

The teachers' salaries and all incidental ex- 
penses of the schools uro paid directly from the 
treasury hy orders endorsed by the Superin- 
tendent of Education, and the accounts kepi by 
the government stali'. In addition to this the 
following monies have been dealt with during 
t he year :

Mr. Alex. Wilson could not vote for 
tho adoption af tlio report. Ho did not 
think that the system of annually re- 
appointing teachers was a wise one. The 
report did not touch upon tho imposition 
of an extra school tax by the government, 
whicli the premier had stated was made 
with the full consent, of the hoard, Mr. 
Wilson thought the trustees should with- 
draw the report and amend it. 

Trustee Hay wind remarked that Mr. 
Wilson was a chronic grumbler and he 
had never known him to bo otherwise. 

Trustee Milne, in moving the adoption 
of the report, said the imposition of the 
tax was not made at the request of the 
board. The latter hud asked for the 
privilege of raising a small sum for inci- 
dental expenses. Tho government had 
made capital out of this request and forced 
a measure through tho house and cast the 
burden on the board. 

Mr. S. P. Tuck seconded thu report. 
Mr. Heisterman said Mr. Wilson 
blamed the trustees for taxing the rate- 
payers of the city for $11,000; it was the 
legislature whicli had done so, and the 
trustoes had nothing whatever to do with 
tho imposition of the tax. The trustees 
simply stated to the government that the 
funds at their disposal were totally in- 
adequate to supply the necessary require- 
ments of the schools during the school 
year and they requested that tlicy bo in- 
creased and I lie money placed in their 
hands for appropriation, The result was 
that when the legislature met the city 
was made to bear, not alone tho expenses 
of the high school, but a considerable 
part of the common school expenses. 
Who was to blame for this change I The 
legislature, not the trustees. 

Mr. Wilson said the board had fallen 
into the trap laid for them by the govern 
ment; they had laid their plana and car- 
ried thuin through triumphantly, 

Mr. Hayward said the board had taken 
the first opportunity to set themselves 
right before the people. 

Secretary Walker said he fully agreed 
with Dr. Milne. The buildings 
needed a number of small improve- 
ments and repairs, but when 
they asked for a larger appropria- 
tion they were met, with the reply that 
the money waa all expended. Then they 
requested tho power to augment tho ex- 
pese stun ill a small way the name as is 
done in other cities. 

Dr. Milne said he strongly favored the 
election of touchers every year, the same 
as is done in Toronto and other cities. 
If the teachers were to virtually receive a 
life appointment they would certainly be 
careless and not keep up in their studies. 

Mr. Hayward said ho had never at- 
tended a school meeting but Mr. Wilson 
complained and grumbled. He was not 
only a grumbler hut a must inconsistent 
grumbler. When he was a member of 
the board for three years the hoard held 
meetings with closed doors and the elec- 
tors knew nothing of what was going on. 
Tho annual report was made on half a 
sheet of foolscap paper. 

The report was adopted and the board, 
the press and tho throe citizons ad- 
journed. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, June LL— Lord Stanley of 
Preston delivered his tirst public address 
in Canada to-day, ami the impression he 
made was most favorable. Ho is an ex- 
excellent, speaker, his tones clear and re- 
sonant and his thoughts clothed in grace- 
ful language. Thu ceremony this morn- 
ing was conducted with all the pump 
usually pertaining to such an occasion. 
Tremendous crowds were in Parliament 
hall and the Senate chamber. The new 
(ioyernor was enthusiastically greeted. 
Ohief .1 usticu Ritchie administered the oath 
of allegiance and oillce and the Governor 
(Jonoral afterwards presented him with a 
llilile as a souvenir of the occasion. Sub- 
Hequeiitly the civic address was presented. 
In reply, Lord Stanley returned his 
hearty thanks for the kindly welcome. 
He was glad to think that here, as else- 
where in her Majesty's dominions, all her 
subjects were animated by a fueling of 
loyalty to her person and throne.- Thai 
feeling lost nothing by a consciousness 
that after a reign of lifty years she was 
more endeared to the hearts of the pen 
pie, and made it, if" possible, more 
curtain than before that her in 
Lerests ami wishes were those of 
her people. He referred in nattering terms 
i" Lord Lansdowne's tenure of oflieo. 
Lord Lansdowne had felt nothing but 
regret in leaving this country, where, 
from l lie commencement of his sojourn, 
he had been received with such frank 
hospitality and hearty good will, and 
although ho, Lord Stanley, had been but 
a few hours amongst them, he thought he 
could already any ho experienced, even 
before his arrival, thai hospitality, kind- 
ness and cordiality which hud made the 
name of the "Dominion proverbial. He 
was happy to think that although the 
vicissitudes of political life had connected 
llim but for a Tew months with the wflice 
of Colonial Secretary, those few months 
wore not altogether unfruitful with re- 
spect to the interests of this great Domin- 
ion of which he now spoke as a member, 
and he trusted that to the latest, period of 
his life his sympathies might ever bo with 
the Colonies. In regard to the question of 
federal union in Australia, no one who had 
ever been connected with the important 
interests of our great Colonies could fail to 
perceive the advantages of that movement, 
when it, proceeds spontaneously and when 
the feeling that dictated it was genuine. 
Canada was foremost to recognize the 
principles now generally adopted and he 
could point to her example, guided by the 
energy, zeal and judgment of those who 
had been from time to time her respon- 
sible ministers, as moral proof of tho 
value of that principle. One principle 
should animate every man who wished to 
attain success in public life, and that was 
to address himself with single-heartedness 
t" the problem with which he was called 
upon to deal with an earnest desire to 
soften differences if such should arise. He 
should endeavor to pursue that course and 
by the result ho was content to be judged. 
(Applause.)

A Young Drummer's Unfortunate Position 
ilia Side of the Story. 

Lust Wednesday a gentleman and lady 
arrived in this city and registered at the 
Driard us A. A. Marshall and wife, 
Chicago, 111. The gentleman, who is 
well-known in business circles, immed- 
iately renewed former acquaintances and 
attended the theatre during Jeffreys- 
Lewis' engagement. To his intimate 
friends he said that he had had a little 
trouble, but that it would be settled in a 
very short time. On Saturday the Seattle 
Pod-Intelligencer appeared containing a 
despatch from Tacoma stating that 011 
Tuesday last A. A. Marshall, represent- 
ing Gibson, Parish & Co., furniture 
manufacturers of Chicago, entered tht 
storo of F. S. Harmon & Co., one of tin 
long-time customers of this house. On 
his arm was a very pretty and very neatly 
dressed young woman, who he introduced 
as his bride. The couple stopped at The 
Tacoma for a day or two, during which 
time Marshall visited the different 
furniture houses and transacted business 
as was his custom for years past. Before 
he left town he went to Mr. Harmon and 
stated that ho was on his wedding tour 
and having run short of cash asked to 
have a cheque honored for §300. Mr. 
Harmon knowing him to be a trusted 
employee of more than one responsible 
house, handed Marshall tho money and 
he and the beautiful young woman left 
for down Sound. On the following day 
Harmon received 'i telegram from Gibson, 
Parish «fc Co. warning him not to advance 
any money to Marshall, or trust him in 
any other way. Tho account further says 
that Marshall had been leading a wild 
life aad grave suspicions aro entertained 
about his story of being on a we lding 
tour, and it is further thought that 
Marshall has worked the whole coast in a 
like manner.

Driard yesterday by a representative of 
The Colonist and stated: "Yes, 1 read 
the account in tho Seattle paper, but they 
have altogether a wrong view of my case. 

On 
April StOtli I sent my report on to the firm 
in Chicago which contained an account of 
a shortage of some $700, which 1 said 1 
would make up if they would give mi a 
little time.

Tho 
firm wrote back and wanted to know how

CABLE NEWS. 

Klii^-llnriiiiiii Ilea. I. 

Lo.Nlio.v, June 10. Colonel IS. K. 
King-Harurtn, member of parliament for 
Kent , Isle of Thauet, and parliamentary 
secretary for Ireland, died to-day, aged 
forty seven years. The death of Colonel 
E. It. Kiin<-Harinan, notwithstanding his 
recent illness, was very unexpected. He 
had been suffering from diabetes for sev- 
eral months, and a short time ago took a 
trip to the Cape of Good Hope in the 
belief that ho would derive benefit from 
Lhe voyage. He was much better 
"'bile at sea, but sustained a 
relapse within a few days after 
bis return to London and became 
prostrated. Physicians ordered his immc 
diato removal to his estate at Rocking- 
ham, County Roscommon, Ireland. The 
immediate cause of his death was stricture 
of the iesophagus, from which ailment he 
had lately suffered greatly. Col. Killg- 
Harman was formerly a noted athlete 
and his exploits in Roscommon, his 
native county, are spoken of as exhibi- 
tions of strength and agility. 

He will probably|be succeeded as parlia- 
mentary secretary for Ireland by Colonel 
Sir Joseph West Ridgeway, tho present 
under secretary. Whether the death of 
Col. King-Harman will put an ond to 
parliamentary discussion of the matter of 
paying the salary of hia office out of a 
special appropriation is as yet regarded as 
an open question.

The liovoriior]iien«rul's Arrival, 

Quebec, June 10. -Lord Stanley Pres- 
ton, the new Govornor-Geiieml, gol 11 
very cold reception when he lauded in 
Canada last night. Tho people here 
arranged for a grand reception and wore 
going to present him with a civic address, 
but his A.D.C. telegraphed from Uulf 
station that Lord Stanley preferred 1.. go 
straight through to Ottawa. Conse- 
quently his otliciul ear which bad been 
waiting here had to bo sent back In 
Montreal and over the Victoria bridge to 
the Grand Trunk where it went to Point 
Lewis. A telegram was received in the 
morning that the Sarniutian would arrive 
lioar midnight and a largo number of 
ciLizens arranged to go over and welcome 
the party on arrival, but this programme 
was also spoiled by the arrival of the 
Sarmatiau three hours before it, wus 
expected. Just before i) o'clock a 
heavy storm set in and then it 
wus tho steamer arrived unnoticed and 
moored alongside tho G. T. R. wharf, an- 
nouncing its urrival by the discharge of 
marine bombs which was responded to by 
a salute of soveiiteen guns from the cita- 
del. Y'our correspondent crossed the 
rivor, but was told that Suuiley had gone 
ashore and left at once for Ottawa." At 
the request of the Queon and Prince of 
Wules Lord Stanley cubled them immedi- 
ately on landing announcing his safe ar- 
rival. Notwithstanding the mariner's 
statement that the party hud left, search 
showed that 11 special train was standing 
at the depot waiting for a locomotive, and 
it was learned Lord Stanley and party 
wore on board. Lord Stanley is a tall, 
powerfully built man, about five feet ten 
inches, of commanding and soldier-like 
appearance; wears a short iron-gray beard 
and moustache and slightly bald, al to- 
gether is decidedly good-looking and 
has an aHable manner that cannot but 
make him popular. He spoke very will- 
ingly on general subjects but avoided 
carefully any political questions. Ho ex- 
pressed himself delighted with his first 
impressions of Canudu, but these must 
have been obtained from the Gulf for a 
more miserable, uncomfortable appear- 
ance than Quebec presented could not be 
imagined. Lady Stanley looked remark- 
ably well in her dark brown travelling 
dress. The party consists, in addition to 
Lord and Lady Stanley, of Capt. Jocelyn 
Bagot, Military Secretary; Mrs. Dagot; 
Hon. E. Stanley, of the Grenadier Guards,' 
A. D. C. ; Lieut, McMahon, of the Grena- 
dier Guards, A. D. O.j Hon. Victor Stan- 
ley, Lieut. R. N. ; Hon. Isable Stanley, 
Hon. Win. Stanley, and Miss Villiers 
Lister, a relative of Lady Stanley. Supper 
was served on board thu train and the 
party left at 12 o'clock for Ottawa, where 
Lord Stanley will be sworn 111 on Monday. 
After staying a few days at the Capital lie 
he will visit Montreul and Quebec, stav- 
ing a few days at each place.

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KINU-HARMAN DEAD.

doatli of tlm Right Honor- 
able Edward Robert King- lint. ..an, Par- 
liamentary Under Secretary for Ireland, 
and Member for the Isle of Tlianet, Di- 
vision uf Kent, was received in this city 
yesterday with a general feeling of sur- 
prise. After a long electioneering exper- 
ience in Ireland (he has sat for or con- 
tested four difl'erenl Irish constituencies J 
he at hist found a political balm among 
the Saxons in Kent. Ho was honorary 
Colonel of the Militia of Roscommon, his 
native county, and a lighting member of 
the Irish Tory party. He stood six feet 
in his socks and was well made in propor- 
tion, hut the Homo Rulers hunted him 
out of Ireland to the Isle of Thanet for 
all that. He was educated at Eton and 
died at the early age of 4!) years. There 
were recently in the House of Commons 
two sharp skirmishes about the salary of 
Mr. King- Uarnmn. Mr. Heneage, a Un- 
ionist and brother of our Admiral, who 
was one of Gladstone's late colleagues, 
moved that the new Under Secretary's 
salary should ho carved out of the salaries 
of the Chief-Secretary and the Lnrd- 
Lieu tenant; and after a warm debate the 
closure having been first carried by 190 
to 14.0 votes, Mr. Henenge's amendment 
was rejected by only 8 votes (191 to 183), 
a division which evinced the distaste of 
the House for increasing the Irish expen- 
diture for the purpose of what was gener- 
ally regarded as an unpopular appoint- 
ment. Next day the Liberals returned 
to the subject in discussing Mr. Smith's 
motion to give precedence to the com- 
mittee of Imperial Defences, the Liberals 
protesting that there had been no obstruc- 
tion, in the proper sense of the term, 
oOered to the Irish Secretary's Sulary Rill 
on the previous evening, and Mr. Smith 
might have closed the discussion much 
earlier than it was actually closed, if lie 
had not been aware that by pressing the 
W tun ere too soon he would have ensured a 
defeat in place of the minute majority 
which he actually obtained. To this the 
Government replied that at least the de- 
bate was protracted, but by the opponents 
of the Bill — a very sullicient reply con- 
sidering that by the rules of the House 
any one may move the closure. Eventually 
Mr. W. H. Smith carried his motion to 
give precedence to the committee 011 
Imperial Defence by the very substantial 
majority of 103 (21)0 to 187)— which 
did much to restore confidence to the 
Government, after the sharp warning of 
the previous evening. The question of 
Mr. King-Harman's salary was to have 
again come to a vote this week or next, 
but in the meantime the Irish Parliament- 
ary Under Secretary has passed away. 
The Manchester Examhutr expresses the 
opinion that Mr. King-Harman's services 
were first secured in order to relieve Mr. 
A. .1. Balfour, the Chief -Secretary, of the 
burden of answering questions in parlia- 
ment. No secretary before Mr. Balfour 
had, o!' even asked for, any such assist- 
ance. 1 1 says : 

But Mr. Balfour being a superfine 
and rather exquisite sort of person, and 
having, moreover, a majority in the 
House of Commons, was indulged in this 
new luxury. The invention of the new 
oiliee was made in ire unpalatable to the 
Irish members by the selection of Colonel 
King- Harman, a recreant home-ruler, and 
personally very distasteful to those from 
whom he had separated. Hut assurances 
were given that the new office wotdd in- 
volve no extra payment, and the thing 
was done." Mr. Balfour has no 
doubt, derived much ease and com- 
fort from tha arrangement nmdu 
with him on these terms. But it 
soon became known that the Government 
did not intend to let the matter stay 
where it was. They had inserted the 
thin end of lhe wedge, and tliuy intended 
to drive it home. A bill was introduced 
for granting a salary to Colonel King- 
Harman, and for exempting him from the 
usual condition connected with the ac- 
ceptance of any paid office under the 
Crown— the necessity of re-election by 
his constituents. That this breach of 
faith should have oxcited the ire of the 
Opposit ion should cause no wonder. That 
it should have detached from them some 
of the Liberal Unionists by whom they 
have been so faithfully supported is hard- 
ly more strange. Mr. Heneage, one of 
their number, on Monday night moved 
the omission of the clause which provided 
for the payment of the new Under-Secre- 
tary's salary. That amendment was re- 
jected by the narrow majority of 191 to 
183. So that tho Government were saved 
on a vital point by a majority of only 
eight, and as there was only a scanty at 
tendance of Home Rule members they ea 
caped defeat by tho Bkin of their teeth 



sry under Bscretary frotu tha necessity of 
re-election they were able to carry by a 
larger, but still a very small, majority. 

He who is the subject of this article, 
has, even while his future was the 
subject of bitter acrimony in "the 
first body of gentlemen in Europe," 
gone into the Silent Land. How 
forcibly, in the shadow of death, 
are wo reminded of Burke's eloquent 
words, " What shadows we are and what 
shadows we pursue ! " 

AUSTRALIAN DEFENCE. 

The question of defence iH at present 
occupying considerable attention in the 
Australian Colonies. Il appears from a 
recently published return that Now South 
Wales, reckoning Artillery, Regulars and 
Volunteers, Infantry, Engineers, Torpedo 
Corps, Cavalry and the Naval Brigade, 
Naval Artillery Volunteers, possesses a 
force of 4, 198 men, to which must be ad- 
ded the Reserves, numbering over 3,000 
men, making in the gross 7,330 officers 
and men. Victoria, the reserves left out 
of the calculation, runs New South Wales 
very close, the number of her forces 
standing at 4,087, which includes Ht!4 
mounted Rilles. Tho Reserves are com- 
paratively small, the number being only 
1,100. Having regard tu population, the 
other colonies come out exceedingly well 
in the comparison with New South Wales 
and Victoria. South Australia has a 
force of 2,7!I0, nearly all classed as Hctive; 
while Queensland can call upon 3,053 of- 
ficers and men. There are, in addition, 
8H7 members of rille clubs and 211 1 cadets, 
who may be supposed to count for some- 
thing. In proportion to population, the 
military forces of Western Australia are 
larger than tlmse i>f any other of the Aus- 
tralian colonies. They consist of Naval 
ami Field Artillery and Rilles and they 
11 timber altogether 687 officers and men. 
If all the returns are added together it 
will he found that the naval and military 
forces of Australia amount, within a few 
hundreds, to 20,000 men.

IN' BRAISE OK BRITAIN. 

One of the speakers at a Queen's birth- 
day celebration in Boston was lhe Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts. Among other 
things, Governor Ames in his speech said: 

It gives me great pleasure to be with 
you to-night "to help to celebrate the 

seventy-first anniversary of your society. 
I congratulate yon that you have taken as 
your anniversary the' birthday of your 
Queen, a woman who for fifty years has 
represented the dignity, the power and 
the glory of the British Empire in a man- 
ner that reflects credit upon herself and 
has won the admiration of the whole 
civilized world. Now there is one thing 
that is always set t«> the credit of the 
Irish people— their fondness fur the old 
country. They never forget it. Thej 
ar^ always loyal to it. How much more 
should you Englishmen and Scotchmen 
be proud of your country. The Elizabeth- 
an age has been considered in the past as 
the most glorious era in English history. 
But it seems to me that England 
never was as powerful as she is 
to-day. Her empire encircles the 
globe, and, as Webster said, her morning 
drum beat never ceases. It seems that 
any sou of the British Empire ought to 
feel proud of England, Ireland and Scot- 
land in these times. 1 hope the time will 
come before long when your little differ 
ences 011 the other side will be settled and 
ill will feel as happy over there as we 
Americans feel here.

An actual test of the phonograph as an 
aid to the making of a newspaper was 
made in New York the other day.

Two small lubes were fitted tu his ears 
at one end, and connected by a large t ube 
with a phonograph. The latter was run 
by a small electric- motor anil regulated by 
a pedal attachment, by which it could be 
started and stopped at the compositor's 
pleasure. The phonograph would talk oil' 
a sentence into lhe printer's ears, and 
then be stopped until he had put the 
words into type.

When 1 was obliged to 
leave this country, it was a woman of 
Plymouth who gave uie clothes that I 
might appear decent, And when I wished 
to come back to further the cause of free- 
dom, it was the women of Massachusetts 
who raised §700 and sent it to my master, 
and received a bill of sale of my body, 
and then made a present of myself to my- 
self. In view of these things 1 can tell 
you that whatever time may be given me 
on earth, be it little or much, it will be 
devoted as far as I am able to this great 
cause of yours.

A LONG PASSAGE. 

The Hark llalaklava's Eventful Voyage Knur 
Hundred and Thirty Sin Days Passage 
From London Terrible Experi- 
ence lu a Storm. 

Br. bark Halaklava, which had been 
given up for lost, arrived at San Francisco 
last, week, to the surprise of everybody 
and lo the gratification of her consignees. 
She was 430 days making the voyage from 
London, and the last place she was heard 
from was Valparaiso, having sailed from 
that port oil March ^7tli and not having 
been spoken since. The bark left Lou- 
don on March 30th, 1887, with a cargo of 
general merchandise. She was spoken 
soon after off Lizard point. The next 
heard of her was that she put into Aucud 
for temporary repairs after which she 
sailed to Valparaiso. She arrived at San 
Francisco with but two of her crew of 
eighteen, and having touched at South 
American ports she was immediately or- 
dered into quarantine. 

According to Capt. Palmer, the passage 
to Cape Horn was pleasant enough, but 
when the Cape was rounded the troubles 
of the Balaklava began. A terrible storm 
was encountered on July 'JiHh off Point 
Pillar, iviiiLh nearly sealed her 
fate. The sails were furled and soon 
the bark was cutting through the 
water under ban! poles. As night ad- 
vanced the storm increased, fearing tho 
sails from their fastenings and reducing 
them to shreds. The lightning's flash, 
accompanied by the heavy rattling of tho 
thunder and the wind whistling and howl- 
ing through the rigging, the tall masts 
bonding to the gale and the gallant bark 
rocking like a cradle, made an awful, and 
yet grandly sublime scene. The masts 
were cut away and fell over the side, 
whun an immense volume of water washed 
over the ill-fated bark, currying three 
men away. All night long the Balaklava 
tossed about, and considerable of her 
cargo was thrown overboard. Wave after 
wave washed ever her, and the- last cry of 
a sailor wjio had gone to join his compan- 
ions at the bottom of the sea was heard 
above the storm. 

The morning dawned at last, when a 
frightful spectacle met the gaze of those 
who were left. Capt. Palmer appeared 
with his right leg badly injured and called 
the crow aft, when it was discovered that 
thirteen were missing. Jury-masts wore 
rigged and the vessel set sail for Aucud 
with but three Bailors, besides the officers, 
to work her. Temporary repairs were af- 
fected when she sot sail for Valparaiso 
where she was thoroughly repaired, sail- 
ing for San Francisco ou March Li7th. All- 
other storm was encountered when two 
more men were lost, one of whom was a 
member of the original crow, leaving only 
two men ill the forecastle who sailed 
from Loudon.

ROYAL JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

A Deputation Meets the Bulldlnr Committee 
and DISCUSS the Situation — The Cad- 
boro Bay Hits Still Retained. 

The building committee of the Royal 
Jubilee Hospital mat in the board of 
trade rooms yesterday afternoon for tho 
purpose of receiving a deputation from 
the ministerial association consisting of 
Senator Macdonald, Postmaster Shakes- 
peare and A. J. Langley, Esq., J. P. on 
tho site question ; and also for the pur- 
pose of opening tenders for tho erection 
of the building. 

Mr. T. B. Smith, of the li. B. Co., 
occupied the chair, there being present a 
full at tendance of the building committee. 

Secretary Chudley read tho resolution 
which had been handed to him, stating to 
bu passed at an informed meeting of the 
subscribers, but which ho understood was 
passed at a meeting of the ministerial 
association, at which he had presented 
himself, but he was informed it was a 
private meeting and had consequently 
withdrawn. 

Senator Macdonald said that he under- 
stood the present to be a meeting ef the 
general committee, but was informed by 
the secretary that it was one of the build- 
ing committee only, iu order to receive 
the views of the deputation. 

Mr. Langley said that ho had voted 
against the site selected on Cadboro Bay 
road, and it was still his opinion that that 
site was too far removed from the centre 
of the city to be desirable, and might be 
for fifty years to come. The ministers 
as a body and a majority of tho medical 
men had condemned the site as inconven- 
ient, and he thought the matter should be 
considered before a final selection was 
made. Tho site was objected to ou ac- 
count of distance and lack oV drainage 
facilities. 

Senator Macdonald remarked that lack 
of water was another objection. 

Mr. Shakespeare said that distance was 
the great objection but lack of drainage 
and the water supply also presented diffi- 
culties. In large cities hospitals were 
centrally located and he considered the 
claim that they were little better than a 
pest house as not worthy of consideration. 
Tho poorer class of the community had a 
decided objection to the hospital being 
erected so far from tho centre of the city. 
He was quite assured that thu present 
Royal hospital site was a very suitable 
one in every respect. 

Chairman Smith, ou behalf of the 
building committee, was glad that the 
deputation had waited upon them and 
made .10 fair an expression of their views 
on the site- question. There was no in- 
tention on the part of tho building com- 
mittee to go contrary to the wishes of the 
subscribers to tho fund. But what more 
could be done than had been accom- 
plished f They had visited many sites 
and were compelled at last to take that 
on Cadboro Bay road, because an insur- 
mountable difficulty presented itself in 
every instance in the others. Dr. Davie 
and others were decidedly opposed to the 
old site for sanitary reasons and because 
it would entail a very largo expense to 
make it suitable for building upon. The 
objection which had now been raised was 
brought forward at even after the eleventh 
hour, j 11st when they were on the eve of 
letting the contract for the building. He 
did not seo how they could hold out any 
hope that the site would now be changed 
— to propose such a move would be to 
open the whole question again. It was a 
pity that the objection had not been 
raised sooner, when the question was 
under discussion. The site was now pur- 
chased and to remove to another might 
entail loss and delay. The committee 
would give the statements of the deputa- 
tion every consideration, but he was 
afraid it was too late an hour now to 
think of change. 

Ex-Mayor Fell coincided with the riews 
of the chairman. He could not under- 
stand why these gentlemen should come 
forward at so late an hour to otter objec : 
turns which, if accepted, would largely 
thwart the efforts of the committee. He 
))ad too much faith iu the growth of Vic- 
toria to think fur a ipomcnt that the site 
was too far out. The city would in a few 
years take in all that district. The com- 
mittee would then be commended for the 
wisdom of their choice. 

Senator Macdonald said that there was 
no endeavor being made to thwart the 
committee's efforts. They considered the 
Cadboro Bay site an unfortunate selection 
and wore seeking to remedy a mistake. 

The chairman asked if there was an al- 
ternative site to suggest. 

Senator Macdonald — The present Boyal 
Hospital site. 

The chairman said there were many 
serious objections to that site that ren- 
dered it, undesirable. 

Mr. Robt. Ward referred to the objec- 
tion to tho old site, and especially to the 
decided opposition to it of Hon. Jos. 
Trutch. That gentleman had at first 
been in favor of tho old site, but had 
changed bis opinion on visiting it. Suc- 
cessive visiting physicians had condemned 
it. He could only ro-echo the regrets 
already expressed that action on the 
matter had not been taken sooner. Tho 
soil of the Royal hospital sitb was im- 
pregnated with sewage of a vile character, 
and so far as drainage in Victoria was 
concerned, the prevalence of fever and 
diphtheria was sufficient to condemn it, 
and it was about time they made a move 
towards improving jt. {\\ coming to * 
conclusion ou the Cadboro Bay situ, 
several adjournments had been made iu 
order to secure a representative gathering 
of subscribers, and it had been finally 
decided on by ft vote of 18 to 10. 

Mr. J, Davies also referred to the jour- 
neys of the site committee' in cqnjjng to a 
conclusion as to the best location, and 
stated that it was found that tho one now 
objected to was the only available one, the 
old site being generally condemned. The 
Cadboro Bay site had many things in its 
favor. So far as proper drainage was con- 
cerned, it could he readily secured. The 
soil was gravelly, which was also favor- 
able, and a public drain carried refuse 
water to the sea. Mr. Davies quoted 
from the Popular Science Monthly, which 
contained all article favoring suburban lo- 
cations and pavilion wards. 

Dr. Milne said the qbjoction to the 
Royal hospital site was a |adV of d pillage, 
but the public school site might be con- 
demned for a similar reason. Tho 
distance from the city wan the gres£ 
objection to the site on the Cadboro Bay 
road. It would entail a serious loss on 
the medical men, especially those who 
did not own horses, to visit patients at 
the hospital. The medical men did fully 
one-third of their work gratuitously iu the 
city, and as undoubtedly many of their 
patients would go tho hospital when ill, 
their opinions on this matter were entitled 
to consideration. He could assure ths 
committee that fully nine out of every 
ton who spoke on tho subjeot to him were 
in opposition to the present choice, 

Mr. Alex. Wilson said it seemed to be 
forgotten that a resident house surgeon 
would bo appointed, and the hospital con- 
ducted on a proper principle. He was op- 
posed to the Cadboro bay site at first, but 
had fallen in with the views of the ma- 
jority and was of opinion that 
drainage and a water supply could be 
readily secured- Uo did riot approve of 
the stand taken against the site at this 
late hour, and as an instance of the pas- 
siveness of Victorians in matters of gen-! 
end interest, referred to the fact that, 
there were only three cit|uens, outside qf 
tho trustees and the press, at the school 
meetin g tljat morning. 

Dr. MacNuughton Jones considered the 
only objection lo the Cadboro Bay site 
was the distance. He did not think th» 



medical men should bo considered in this, 

as there was a house aurgeon to be ap- 
pointed. The distance concerned the 
general public, particularly tho out-door 
patients, but if a dispensary wore located 
in town this objection would dissolve. 
As a medical man he tillered these ro- 
marks, but as u member of the building 
committee he thought tho objections now 
taken wore made at too late an hour. 

Senator Macdonald said a great many 
people might refuse to contribute to the 
support of the hospital if located outside 
the city. If water were taken from the 
city mains an injunction might be taken 
out against it by some citizen. The em- 
ployment of a house surgeon would add 
greatly to the coat of maintenance. 

Mr. Fell said ho would guarantee to 
supply a sufficiency of water by means of 
a windmill. 

Senator Macdonald— But you cannot 
guarantee a supply of wind. 

The chairman referred to the fact that 
the nineteen acres of land were purchased 
with tho intention of selling the greater 
portion at a future date at an enhanced 
price, and he had, with Mr. Fell, great 
confidence in the city's future. The cost of 
maintenance would no doubt bo satisfac- 
torily dealt with at the proper time. He 
then thanked the deputation for their at- 
tendance and the latter withdrew. 

After some slight remarks, tho follow- 
ing motion was put and unanimously 
adopted : 

Moved by Mr. Robt. Ward, seconded 
by ex-Mayor Fell — That having hoard the 
views of the deputation, consisting of 
Messrs. Macdonald, Shakespeare and 
Langley, the building committee is not 
authorized to make any deviation from 
the site selected by the general committee 
for the Royal Jubilee hospital, the funo- 
tious of the building committee having 
been already defined to carpy out to coin- 
the Hite 
site.
